In addition to the regular trains of cable 
cars the North Side company put on sixteen 
extra trains.

NOT 80 BAD AS IT MIGHT BE 


The Climate of Alaska Not Worse than 
' That of Oregon, 

A-newspaper correapondent who spent the 
winter in a settlement on the Yukon River, 
Alaska, reports that the climate wae not so 
bad as he had been’ led to, expect. At the 
time,.of writing he had been out every day, 
and Gould testify that he often suffered more 
from cold in Oregon than in that locality of 
the Arctic circle. This, he believed, was ow- 
ing to the fact that there were oo high and 
furious winds. A mission priest gave hima 
record of mean monthly temperatures for the 
period commencing July 1, 1890, and ending 
June 30, 1891. From this it appears that the 
mean temperature (the record was taken at 
5 a. m. avery eee) for July was 52 degrees, 
August 45, September 40, October 27, Decem- 
ber 11 degrees below zero, January 8 degrees 
below, March 13 above, and June 50, Thirty 
degrees below zero Was the coldest the writer 
himself had experienced at-any time. The 
locality of these reverds was in iat. 64° 40’ 
north and near the 168th meridian, west longi- 
tude. The people there, he says, are much 
given to wearing suits of cotton material 
over their furs, and the traditional Alaskan, 
almost sméthered in parkas or long coats of 
fur, scarcely exists today. The advantage of 
wearing *‘ cotton goods,’’ which the natives 
are willing to take as paymens for mae) is 
that they do not hold snow.and frost, which 
collect rapidly on the furs garment, to the 
annoyance of the wearer.

THE OPENING OF THE FAIR, | 

Amid a profound silence, which was far 
more, impressive than would have been the 
blare of trumpets or the roar of cannon, the 
Columbian Exposition was opened a few min- 
utes after noon yesterday by a touch from the

As by a touch the machinery that gives life to 
this vast Exposition is now set in motion, 80 at 
the same instant let our hopes and aspirations 
awaken forces which in all time to come shall in- 
fluence the weifare, the dignity, and the freedom 
of mankind. 

May his hope be true and the Exposition ac- 
comptish all that he anticipates for it. If it 
does vot if will not be the fault of this city, 
which has done all it can to make an Exposi- 
tion such.as neither King nor Queen nor Pres- 
ident has ever opened before today. 


THE PEOPLE OPENED THE FAIR, 

The great Fair was formally opened by the 
President of the United States, supported by 
national and Fair officials and by domestic 
and foreign dignitaries. But these simply 
carried out the will of the people, who were 
there in such vast nambers as to defy intelli- 
gent eStimate. Such a crowd, and such 
crowdé, it is the privilege of a lifetime to see. 
The rain of thé night and early morning did 
not deter the residents of surrounding towns 
and villages from filling up the incoming 
trains to their utmost capacity. Those 
who live in the city proper poured out in still 
larger tlftong, and the denizens of the neigh- 
borhood flocked in to swell the assemblage: 
into a most imposing array. ° 

Fully two hours before the ceremonies be- 
gan the space in front of the Administration 
Building contained at least a hundred thow- 
sand human beings patiently waiting for the 
great event-of the day. Half an hour later the 
son came out and thentmper increased. By 
noon the whole vast area was packed densely 
with humanity, all standing, some sweltering 
with the heat, but so far as could be perceived 
all wete as orderly as if they were trained 
soldiers on parade, Still the concourse grew. 
When the square in front of the ‘building 
would hold no more the people still kept com- 
ing, and faster and faster-till the two adjacent 
sides of the great strasture fronted on what. 
have been deseribed as seas of human heads if 
nut faces. - Probably not less than three hun- 
dred thousand people saw what was going on, 
or perforce contented themselves with looking 
towards the place supposed to be the point of 
vantage, and the greater part of the number 
joined in singing one verse of “ America,” 
formmg a chorus the effect of which may be 
faintly imagined but cannot be correctly re- 
ported, * 

Of course there was a crush. As the “ big 
men” of the occasion began to appear on the 
stage behind the speakers’ stand the crowd 
pressed forward, obliterating the passages in 
front of the seats, which till then had been 
kept free by the guards. Many of the seats 
allotted to reporters wage invaded, the tables 
broken down, and the men and women who 
had expected to occupy them obliged to take 
mental notes or none at ail. Scores of the 
weaker ones fainted in the pack, but provably 
no one was seriously injured, and the con- 
fusion was far jess than might have been ex- 
pected. With a very fewexceptions the people 
acted as if they felt they were on their good 
behavior and had a duty to perform in being 
as orderly and f ng as possible. 

Still the people came. As far as the eye 
could reach from an elevated window in the 
Administration Building after the ceremonies 
were over the different avenues were filled 
with people coming from the entrance gates 
to the Fair. Overcast skies had no terrors 
for them, nor were they afraid of the crush. 
They wanted to “‘ assist ” at the opeuing, and 
to the best of their ability they didso. By 
their presence they gave to the Fair a right 
royal weleome and proved that the directurs 
had not misplaced confidence in counting 
upon an abundant measure of popular sup- 
port. It was ‘they who consecrated the 
Columbian Exposition by their presence and 
approval, They set upon it aseal of success 
far more valuable and enduring than any 
that could have been stamped upon it by 
grandly-titled personages in tneir absence, 


DEMOCRATS AND SUGAR BOUNTIES. 

It is stated in the Washmaton dispatches 
that the administration is considermg the 
advisability of testing the constitution- 
ality of the sugar boanty provision of 
the McKinley law in the Supreme Court. A 
few payments yet remain to be made on ac- 
count of last year’s crop.

It would be interesting to see what 
the Judges of the Supreme Court would have 
to say on this. question, which has never been 
before them directly, but it is odd that the 
Democrats should have any doubts on the 
subject. They have been claiming ever since 
the passage of the McKinley law that the 
suger bounties it provided for were unconsti- 
tutional. They gaid-the matter was too plain 
for argument. Are they doubtful now?

the complicated fiscal entanglement by 
which the’ unwise was obscured 
and hidden from view.”

The purchase of silver should be stopped at 
Otice, for no ry measure can be 
effective so long as that 1s continued. . Whea 
silver was discovered easy of access the cheap- 
est way to obtain gold was to mine silver and 
give it in exchange for the more precious 
metal, The difference between the two has 


widened so far that to maintain the parity of 


value on the old rgtio is impossible, and to 
persist in attemptmg that may result in a 
destruction of the national credit. “he Globe 


| says that the drop to a silver basis would seri- 


ously hamper foreign commerce, and advises 
that the silver coin now in the Treasury vaults 
be melted into buliion and sold to the highest 
bidder. 

All this is true, even to the statement that 


the people must lose what apparently has been , 
-gained by the margin of “profit’’ upon the 


silver purchases. The gain by any such means 
8 no more sdbstantial than that achieved by 
borréwing money on a note and paying to 
have the note discounted in adaition to the 
charge made for interest. If the government 
has been unwise enough to put money into the 
pockets of the silver men it was at the expense 
of the people, and the latter must foot the bill. 
Hence nothing is to be gained by delay ina set- 
tlement of the account, and tne sooner it is 
done the less will be the expense of the pro- 
eeeding. The administtation may not be able 
to adopt the radical measures suggested till 
authorized so.to do by act of Congress, and for 
that reason the President should be encour- 
aged to call g special session as early as prac- 
ticable for the purpoge of putting a stop to 
the foolish loading-up: process which has 
reached the danger point already. With this 
it ought to be decided : thiat the government 
part with the silver builion on the same terms 
as’ it was acquired—namely, at ite bullion 
value, either by selling it un market or by 


{ putting a gola dollar’s worth of it into every 


dollar that is coined from it. The silver dol- 
lars now ia circulation might thes be retired 
ggadually without inconvenience to the ad- 
ministrasion or other derangement of the 
finances. | 
It should be understood, by this time that 
only by such means can 4 bimetallic currency 
be maintained, If jie 16 to 1 ratio be in- 
sisted on it must soon be all silver or none ex- 
cept for subsidiary coinage. The difference 
is too wide to be much longer bridged, even 
by resor: to the artificial measures winch wall 
be necessary till Congress can act. would 
be such a gross wrong, both publie and pri- 
vate, to sink to the dilver ‘basis that such ‘a 
thing ought not to be cotisidered ‘possible by 


sensible men. | It is well to kaow that the ad- | 


ministration is firmly resolved to maintain 
the present standafd of currency value, and 
already the assuradve has wrought such a rgd- 
ical change in the business world that it seeris 
as if the task for the summer months may be 
far less difficult than a few days ago it ap- 


peared to be. 


THAT BUNGLED APPORTIONMENT BILL. 

A misinformed Democratic organ, referring 
to the imperfect drafting of the Democratic 
apportionment bill by Altgeld, Crafts, Carmo- 
dy, Conway & Oo., says: 

The error | leaving out part of the State] would 
not have vitiated the bill if it had passed and be- 
come alaw. Repeated instances have occarred 
in ail the States where territory was wrongly de- 
scribed or totally omitted in apportionment acts. 
It has been held in every case that the acts were 
valid notwithstanding these errors. Even if the 
entare Seventh Ward had been omitted from the 
bill the law would have stood. Bat even this is 
immaterial. If there was any error in the bill it 
could have been amended, either before or after 
ite passage, if these members [Carmody and Con- 
way] had remained in tneir seats instead of mak- 
ing a. t sneak away from the scene of 
their duties. It is said te be @ further fact that 
the error in the printed bill does aot exist in the 
engrossed bill as ordered to a third reading. 

All this, with due respect to the misinformed 
Democratie organ, is the merest rot. If the 
error should not be discovered in the bill until 
an election had been held under it, then the 
election would stand, and the error would not 
count. But had the error been discoveted be- 
fore the election then the law would not stand 
and the only remedy would be to eall the Gen- 
eral Assembiy together to amend the measure. 


| This is the purport of the decisions to which 


it alludes, 

As the error has been discovered before the 
bill passed it will be the duty of the General 
Assembly to correct it at this session. For 
this purpose it will have to be sent back to a 
second reading in the House. This is the 
opinion of the Democratic leaders themseives.
